The Bill Passed the Senate— Mr. 
Mills of Texas Upholds the Ad-, 
ministration in its Ha- 
wallan Policy.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The bill pledg- 
‘ing the faith of the United States to do the 
construction work of the Nicaragua Canal 
passed the Senate tonight by the decisive 
vote of 31 to 21. It was the termination 
of a debate which had lasted since the 
present session of Congress began. It was, 
‘moreover, the first realization in either 
branch of Congress of the vast project so 
long and vigorously urged tor a canal 
joining the Atlantic and Pacific with the 
United States government standing spon- 
sor for the execution of the work. The 
final vote was not secured until 6:30 
o'clock tonight, but, notwithstanding the 
lateness. of the hour there was an excep- 
tionally full Senate, owing to the interest 
felt in the culmination of the long dis- 
cussion. The Nicaragua Minister and 
many other diplomats interested in the 
project were seated in the diplomatic gal- 
leries throughout the voting on the many 
amendments and the final question. 

The bill, in brief, directs the issue of 
$70,000,000 Nicaragua Canal bonds. Each 
of these is to bear the following guarantee: 
“The United States of America guarantees 
to the lawful holder of this bond the pay- 
ment by the Maritime Canal Company of 
Nicaragua of the principal of said bonds 
and the interest accruing thereon, and as it 
actrues.”’ 

An additional $80,000,000 of bonds is to 
be issued without the United States guar- 
The total $100,000,000 thus issued 
is to be used in constructing the inter- 
oceanic canal. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is to have general supervision of the 
project. A board of fifteen directors is 
to have immediate charge of the work. 
“The board is to designate ten members, no 
more than two from any one State. The 
United States is to receive $70,000,000 of 
the canal company stock in return for 
guaranteeing the bonds, and is to hold a 
mortgage lien on all the ‘property of. the 
‘canal company.

MENDOTA (III., Jan. 25.—At 3 p.m. to- 
day the main buildings of Henning’s brew- 
ery were wrecked by a boiler explosion. 
‘The concussion was so great that every 
building in the city was badly shaken. 
The buildiag destroyed was five stories 
in height, and the force of the explosion 
entirely demolished it, killing six men and 
injuring several others.

The loss to property amounts to over 
$100,000, and a large number of men are 
thrown out of. work. 

The explosion lifted the building and 

then overturned it. All was excitement 
and many were driven frantic with the 
thought that husband, father or son 
might be beneath the ruins. “Women 
bareheaded and wild with fear braved the 
storm — some tidings of the injured 
might be learned. In the excitement, a 
number of citizens received injuries in 
removing beams and broken timbers. It 
is believed that there are several bodies 
at the bottom of the great heap of brick, 
mortar and machinery. The work of re- 
moving the ruins is progressing slowly, 
and it will be a day or more before’ the 
list of dead will be complete. 
When the explosion occurred every 
building in the eity was shaken and men 
rushed out to sees what was the cause of 
the commotiqn.

Mexico Proposes to Simply 
Guatemala. 


Very Little Heard of a Central Amer- 
ican Combine Against 
Mexico. 


Campaign Theories—A Concentra- 
tion on the Guatemalan Capital. 
The Army in Fine Shape.

SALINA CRUZ (State of Oaxaca,) Jan. 
25.—It is reported here that arrangements 
are being quietly made by the Mexican war 
authorities for the Guatemalan invasion as 
soon as hostilities are declared. The 
theory is that the armed corvette Zara- 
g0sa, the gunboat Oaxaca and all the 
Mexican boats on the Pacific Coast will 
be employed in landing troops at San Jose, 
Guatemala; or at some other convenient 
point. 

Immediately on landing, the forces will 

de pushed with all possible speed across 
the country toward the capital, which lies 
only about fifty miles from the coast, and 
where it is naturally expected the hard 
fighting will occur. At the same time, the 
famed Mexican rurale forces will be ready 
to start from the various points on the 
border now occupied by Mexican troops 
and cavalry, sweeping through the country 
like a whirlwind. The rurales will aim to 
clear up things as they go and be on hand 
‘and ready to co-operate with the sea forces 
by the time they have arrived before the 
city of Guatemala. 
The artillery and other heavy guns will 
be shipped by sea and, as the Guatemalans 
will probably do all in their power to pre- 
vent a landing of the Mexican forces, it 
is evident that the. artillery mounted on 
the Mexican ships and that designed for 
besieging service will be immediately 
brought into play. In this event, as there 
are several good landing-places along the 
Guatemalan coast, there will be fio’ diffi- 
culty in eluding the opposition should it 
be shown at the regular harbor. 

The Guatemalan forces are altogether too 
small to put up a good fight at more than 
one or two points, and so Mexico will have 
probably little trouble in gaining land. 
The evident cy of Guatemala will be to 
concentrate all the forces possible on the 
coast and northern frontier at the strate- 
Sic points, and have the forces fall back 
upon the fortifications at the Guatemalan 
capital, if unable to hold their own against 
the Mexicans, That this will be possible 
is not easily seen, in view of the adroit 
plan which Mexico is evidently laying to 


the very start. Should the Guatemalans 
destroy the -means of subsistence in the 
track of the invading Mexicans, the rurales 
will ‘be used for foraging purposes, as well 
as for general fighting, when needed.

Justice of the Peace Wells is a Sure- 
enough Justice. 

SANTA MONICA, Jan. 25.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) The question raised by Jus- 
tice of the Peace T. H. Wells as to his title 
to the office he holds has been submitted 
to the District Attorney, with the result 
that the justice now reads his title clear, | 
and is confident in the possession of his of- 
fice, de jure as well as de factoo. Mr. 
Wells thought bis title in question by rea- 
son of a statute (Political Code, 1093) pro- 
viding that one must be a resident of the 
township a year before the date of his elec- 
tion. But on closer investigation it has 
been found that this section has been sup- 
erceded by the county government acts of 
1891 and 1898, sections 56 of which are 
identical. These sections provide that a 
voter is made eligible to hold office by be- 
ing eligible to register and vote; that a 
year in the State, ninety days in the 
county and thirty days in the precinct an- 
swer all purposes. Judge Wells came here 
from Tehachepi, where he had long ago 
attained citizenship, rights under the State 
law, so that ninety days here made him 
equal to the statutory demands for his 
right to hold the office to which he was 
elected. re is small doubt that this 
disposes of the case, and that his bond as 
Town Recorder will be approved at the 
next meeting of the Board of Trustees.

the American people comes largely 
from this free commingling of the 


blood of different nationalities, It is 
this which has made us 80 largely a 
progressive people, with broad and lib 
eral ideas, always seeking new paths 
and adopting new ideals and stand- 
ards. We are like a great river, with 
numerous branches, each swelling its 
force and adding to its power. 
We should be sorry, indeed, to have 
the day come when the desirable for- 
eigner should come to regard free 
America as a good country to immi- 
grate from. But, if there is anything 
that will lead foreigners to regard it 
in this light, it is the unreasoning 
methods resorted by alleged labor to 
compel capital to answer the demands 


‘made upon it. No one objects to labor 


presenting its grievances and asking 
for them due consideration; but every 
good citizen does object to a resort to 
violence and a defiance of law in or- 
der to compel compliance with the de- 


mands of disorderly strikers. 


Burope watched us from afar last 
summer during the great strike, and 
Geclared that the death-knell of Ameri- 
can liberty had been sounded.

A ray of light has dawned from an

A fairly large audience was present at 
George Kennan’s lecture on Russian 
Political Exiles’ last night, the attendance 
being considerably above that of the 
previous evening. 

Mr. Kennan read from manuscript treat- 
ing of the political conditions of Russia 
and the misconceptions prevalent in re- 
gard to the classes of people within her 
borders. The lectüre was illustrated with 
stereopticon portraits showing the types 
of soms of the principal classes. There 
were also among the views a few repre- 
sentations of existing conditions in Sl- 
beria and the inhumanities to which pris- 
oners are subjected who have been guilty 
of no crimes save that their presence in 
Russia is considered prejudicial to the gov- 
ernment. 

As a personal favor to Principal Pierce 
and the faculty and students of the Nor- 
mal School, Mr. Kennan consented to 
speak to them for a few minutes yester- 
day afternoon. He touched briefly on the 
schools of Russia; on the exile system; on

The Courts. 
SENTENCE FORMALLY PASSED UPON 
HEALEY. 

Lucien T. Healey, who was recently con- 
victed by a jury of the murder of Camille 
Elikan at Long Beach an the night of 
November 22 last, appeared. before Judge 
Smith in Department One yesterday morn- 
ing for the last time, and was formally } 
sentenced to spend the remainder of. his 
life within the confines of the State prison 
at San Quentin, | 

In view of the fact that the jury, who 
convicted him, had fixed his penalty at 
imprisonment tor life, Healey, of course, 
knew what to expect, and consequently 
was prepared for the ordeal. The only 
incident in connection with the closing 
scene of Healey’s career, was his final at- 
tempt to assert his innocence of the crime, 
In response to the usual question by the 
court as to whether he knew of eny legal 
cause why judgment should net be passed 
upon him, Healey replied mat he had “wd 
legal cause, but he desira@ to say that he 
was innocent of Elikan’s murder. 

Judge Smith remarked that the jury 
had taken a different view of the matter, 
and that the defendant had lowered him- 
self in the estimation of the court very 
materially by attempting to shirk the. re- 
sponsibility at that late hour. : 
Healey replied that he did not mean to 
influence the court one way or the other, 
but as he was booked for life, he desired 
to take the last opportunity of publicly 
announcing that he had not fired the shot 
which killed Elikan.

LAND TRANSHFT RRS. 

The subject of an improvement in the 
present system of registering and trans- 
ferring real estate is engaging much at- 
tention just now and it is expected that 
the Legislature will pass some law pro-. 
viding an improvement on the present 
unsatisfactory system. At the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature a commission was 
formed to report this year upon the Tor- 
rens system of transferring lands. There 
were five commissioners and the sum of 
$500 was appropriated for their expenses. 
Frank Miller, who was one of the com- 
missoners, has submitted a minority re- 
port to the Governor in which he main- 
tains that we can arrive at the benefits 
of the Torrens system, up to a certain 
point, with little change in the existing 
laws. Mr. Miller says: eS 4 

In California the evidence of the own- 
ership of land is based upon the recording 
of deeds and upon the payment of taxes. 
All propositiéns for reform, however, rest 
necessarily upon the closing of all contests 
within a few years.or within a few months. 
I respectfully suggest that the usual five 
of limitation for suits shall run 
against all alike, and that the Legislature 
se- 
curity and relief of minors and other an- 
competents; and that no other change shall 
be made at the present time. I present

The ground is ‘now thor- 
oughly soaked, and ‘the’: farmers ‘from 
Santa Barbara to San Diego are pleased to 
have a little fine weather’ in order that 
they may complete the seeding of grain, 
while those who have oranges ready to 
market are anxious to take advantage of 
the, good demand and high prices now pre- 
vailing in the East. 

The leading feature of the orange mar- 
ket during the week has been the extra- 
ordinary report printed in a local contem- 
porary to the effect that the oranges 
were deginning to rot on the trees, and 
that unless they were shipped at once 
great losses would result to the growers. 
It was also stated that the fruit would 
da ve to be shipped on ice.“ The utter 
ck of foundation for this report, which 
originated with an enterprising local com- 
_ mission-house, has been fully shown up 
in. the commercial columns of the daily 
Times. The report, which was calculated 
to do great damage to the reputation of 
Southern California oranges, brought out 
@ large volume of indignant protests from 
all parts of this section. So far as the 
orangés.being damaged by the rain, or in 
danger of being damaged, the reports all 
agree that the fruit was never in better 
condition than at present, the quality be- 
ing of the very finest, and moreover that 
the oranges could stand a good deal more 
rain before there was any prespect of 
damage. In fact, so far the rain has been 
a positive advantage in washing the fruit 
and briaging out the color. It, is not 
skid that in case there should be a long 
continuance of very wet weather the 
orünges would not begin to suffer, but such 
an event is not looked for, and meantime 
there was absolutely no excuse for the 
publication of such a sensational and mis- 
léading report. 
As to size of the crop this year, esti- 
mates differ considerably, running all the 
way from 5500 to 7000 carloads. The 
“Times is of the opinion that 6500 carloads 
Will be about the extent of shipments. The 
crop of seedlings is somewhat smaller 
tian usual, but there are more navels, 
and they are of better quality than they 
have been for a number of years. The im- 
portations trom Europe are expected to be 
very heavy this year, owing to the dam- 
aze to the Florida crop, the news of which 
was promptly telegraphed to Europe, but 
these oranges, while they will, of course, 
compete to a certain extent with Califor- 
Mia oranges, cannot fill the place of the 
dest fruit from Florida and California.

Kratulate themselves upon the outlook for

The market 
for dried .ruits in the East, after being 
very depressed for a number of months, 
has improved greatly during the past ten 
Ways, and prices are now quoted several 
points higher. This is true both of peaches 
and apricots, but it is more especially the

The wét weather has had the effect of 
sending prices of butter, eggs and some 
classes of vegetables a little higher, as it 
has been difficult to ship produce from 
some sections of the country. With the 
excellent feed that will follow the plenti- 
ful rains, however, it may be expected that 
prices of dairy products will drop again 
and remain down for some time to come. 
Another product in which there has been 
an encouraging advance is beans, for 
which there has been a lively demand in 
San Francisco during the past week at 
stiffening prices. The area of beans. 
planted in Ventura and Santa Barbara 
counties is likely to be very large this 
season, as the farmers will try to make 
up for the bad season which they expe- 
rienced last year. 

The business of shipping. winter vegeta- 
bles to the Bast has been more brisk 
this season than for some time past. 
Shipments of tomatoes have deen inter- 
ferred with to a great extent by the 
rains, but shipments of other vegetables 
are being made by express, the growers 
finding that it is more profitable to pay a 
little more freight and ship in small par- 
cels than to send in carload lots by which 
@ market may often be temporarily over-

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in the meeting-rooms of the State Board 
of Horticulture and were called to order 
by President B. F. Walton of the Califor- 
nia Fruit Exchange. Edward F. Adams 
was chosen temporary secretary. 

The Committee on Permanent Orgastes- 
tion recommended as permament chair- 
man B. F. Walton; vice-ptesident, D. T. 
Fowles, and secretary, G. A. Bean. 

The following recommendations were 
adopted: That the formation of the Cen- 
tral Exchange be accomplished by the 
consolidation of all looal bodies into one 
district organization, to be designated as 
the California Fruit Exchange; that each 
of these local societies should now be- 
come stockholders of the State exchange; 
that for the support of this exchange a 
tax should be levied pro rata upon the 
gross sales of the fruit products of the 
stockholders. 

The articles of incorporation and by- 
laws of the former existing California 
Fruit Exchange were adopted. It was 
also decided that the present existing 
board of directors of the society should 
act as the directors of the new organiza- 
tion. 


It has been definitely decided that ‘the 
American Pomological Society, which held 
its twenty-fourth session in Sacramento 
from January 16 to 18 inclusive, will hold 
an adjourned meeting at the rooms of the 
Chamber of Commerce, Los Angeles, next 
week, under the auspices of the Pomo- 
logical Society of Southern California, the 
Chamber of Conimerce, the Farmers’ In- 
stitute and the Horticultural Society. This 
meeting will be of the utmost importance 
to the fruit-growers of Southern California, 
and merits the attention of évery orchard- 
ist in this section; in fact, all who take 
any interest in economic and ornamental 
plants. Fruit-growing . being. our basic 
industry, we should do everything within 
our power to make this meeting of the 
widest educational significance to pomol- 
ogy. The visiting delegates, by reason of 
long experience and training in all 
branches of profitable fruit production, rep- 
resent the most advanced practical and 
scientific thought in pomology, and kin- 
dred branches of enlightened horticulture. 
Owing to this fact it is designed to make 
the meeting a memorable one. 

Among the more striking features of 
the meeting it has been decided to give 
an exhibition of such fruits, both citrus 
and deciduous, as may be available, in ad- 
dition to the permanent exhibit of the 
Chamber of Commerce. This display will 
be arranged in conformity with good taste; 
the decorative features to be limited to 
cut blooms and ornamental foliage plants. 
Quality rather than ‘quantity will be elmed 
at. A special committee of expert pomolo- 
gists of the American Pomological Society 
wiil be appointed to examine and report 
upon all such fruits. Samples of nuts, 
of cured, preserved and dried fruits are 
also solicited for exhibition. It is de- 
signed to make a typical showing of eco- 
nomic and ornamental horticulture as it 
really exists in midwinter. 


Artichokes for Stock. 

J. A. Kirkpatrick, one of the fortunate 
farmers who own land in the peat country 
of Orange county, sends The Times some in- 
teresting information in regard to the value 
of the artichoke as cheap feed for stock, 
especially for ‘hogs. Mr. Kirkpatrick 
thinks that a good many farmers who 
went out of the business of raising hogs 
this season because. of the high prices 
of feed coujd have made money it they had 
had a field of artichokes. He says he 
has been growing the mammoth Jerusa- 
lem artichokes for the past two years: in 
California, end can grow from eight hun- 
dred to one thousand bushels to the acre 
on pretty strong alkali land. Dry. weather 
does not affect the plamts, as they remain 
green and fresh, while other crops are 
suffering for rain. Mr. Kirkpatrick says

The general instructions issued with the 


contracts given by the Chino Valley Beet- 
sugar Company to individual farmers out- 
side of Chino will de of interest to our 
‘farmers, especially those who will grow 
beets the coming year for the first ‘Gee: 
They are as follows: 

“The soll should be plowed 1 
(trom 12 to 14 inches) in the fall, at least 
two months before planting; the soil need- 
ing this amount of time in order to be 
improved by contact with the sun and 
atmosphere. If during the winter the 
weeds grow, it will be necessary to culti- 
vate slightly with the best cultivator 
in use for this purpose, with its knives 
attached. This should be done just as 
soon as the weeds begin to show up, so 
as to keep the soil clean during the whole 
time until seeding begins. 

“In the spring, just as soon as the 
ground is sufficiently dry, it should be 
cultivated both ways; that is, crosswise, 
with a cultivator furnished with long, 
perros. arn 80 as to reach to the hot- 
tom of the plowing which has been done 
in the fall, pulverizing the soil well, but 
leaving it in the same position. If the

“Spacing of beets with a hoe is of 
great importance. The distance should 
be from 6 to 12 inches, according to the 
soil. In the richer, moist lands the beets 
should be left closer..together, and 
versa in dryer, lighter soils. By spacing 
in this way a more regular distance is 
secured between each béet, and more- 
over, all the weeds in the row are de- 
stroyed at the same time, and the crust 
is broken up that has been formed by 
the préssure of the wheel of the seeder, 
and it removes any seeds from the row 
which may not yet have germinated, thus 
avoiding, when harvesting time comes, 
the. appearance of a lot of small beets 
which have grown up ‘rom the seeds. 
This spacing with the hoe is also apt 
to increase tonnage and percentage of 
sugar. In those localities where winds 
or insects are not to be feared, spacing 
should be done 28 eight or ten days 
before thinning. the other hand, it 
there fs any 3 to fear loss of the 
young plants, it is more prudent to wait 
a little longer before doing: the work of 
spacing, and in these cases thinning 
should follow spacing without interval. 
“The beets should be thinned as soon 
as possible after they are fairly up. This 
work of thinning is of the greatest im- 
portance, and under no consideration 
should it be neglected beyond the proper 
time, as the effect would be to reduce 
— 4 the quantity and quality of the 


“The land should be carefully culti- 
vated and kept free from weeds between 
the rows. 

When the"teets are ripe, according 
to the tests made by the factory, they 
should be plowed out from the ground;

I interrupted a course of lectures 
at the State University at Columbia, Mo., 
to be present at the meeting at Sacra- 
mento of the American Pomological So- 
ciety,‘ of which I have long been a mem- 
ber, and the officers. and many. members 
of which are dear friends. This is the 

only national horticultural body that has 

continued to live for nearly: half à century 
and that has the. elements of permanent 
endurance.. It has done and is doing a 
noble work. The people of Sacramento 
treated us royally, and your people, have 
planned excursions during the week that 
will give us little rest.

There is conflicting testimony as 
to the importations by Koebele on his sec- 
ond mission to Australia. I always, for 
good reasons, had some misgivings. Of 
over. thirty specimens introduced but two 
seem to promise any usefulness. He went

Kinds of Feeding. 


H. Jacobs, in Farm and Firside, says 
Ker are creatures of habit in the strictest 
The farmer ‘who heeinn. to feed his flock 
at regular hours wih find his hens at their 
posts on time always, and if: he caters to 
their whims, by throwing down a little 
‘grain every time he goes where they dre, 
he will soon discover that they will run to 
him whenever he appears, as if they had 
not been fed for a week. They will act 
as if always hungry, and this action will 
be construed by the farmer as something 
earnest, for he will thea give them more 
food because they indicated that they de- 
wire it, while at the same time the habit 
is- being more strongly intrenched, and 
the hens will cease searching for food and 
wait for him to appear. 
It is all kindness to do this on the part 
- the farmer, but his mistaken kindness 
is really an injury, for the hens will not 
attempt to scratch and exercise, and soon 
become excessively fat and eggs will then 
be scarce. It is important to avoid making 
the hens fat if eggs are desired, and if 
they are to keep in good condition they 
ehould have plenty of exercise and be 
really hungry when they demand food. 
Those who give their flocks’ good treat- 
ment also believe that the hens should 
have all. their wants supplied, and they 
therefore provide a great variety of nearly 
everything the fowls will accept, especially 
if the birds are confined in yards and can- 
not be allowéd outside, which method in- 
duces them. to eat even more than they 
would if limited in variety, but as Booms 
is more easily procured and fed than any 
other it is used lavishly; and the hens be- 
come idle, indolent, sluggish, very fat and 
unprofitable.

Always have them rather hun- 
gry than to give them too much. Never 
so feed as to have food left over, and keep 
in view the fact that when the hens are 
not laying they will then require less food, 
ports Fag the summer season their wants 
are few compared with winter. : 


Food for Poultry. 

(C. D. Bell, in New York World:) A 
good hen will furnish, under favorable 
conditions, at least five or six times her 
weight in eggs in the course of a year,

Even the best food at times palls on the 
appetite. Fowls must be kept in good 
health if they are to continue laying. 
Auy system of feeding is expensive if the 
hens do not lay, and the greater the 
number of non-productive hens the mere 
cost in added to the eggs received. This 
is a cage where money is often lost for 
lack ot thought. 


The butter cs has deen weak of 
late, owing partly to the good pasturage 
which is springing up, but also to the 
large amount of third-class butter which 
bas been coming into the market. At the 
same time there are a good many people 
who find it ‘difficult to find really first- 
class butter ‘when they want it. In all 
our large cities there is a considerable 
market for really choice butter and many 
people are willing to pay a .considerable 
advance in price for such a quality.

Live stock in the State of Maine we 
consider as clear from disease as ever, 
the animal kingdom as well as the human 
race not being perfect in health. Of all 

the animais shipped by me since, aggre- 
gating immense numbers, I have no idea 
that one hundredth of 1 per cent. were 
consumptive. 

I have taken particular pains to look 
for the disease in Brighton market, which 
is a pivotal point toward which all im- 
perfect animals drift, and I feel free to 
state that a small fraction of 1 per cent. 
would represent all the consumptive 
animals sold in that market. I have 
noticed, near large cities, where animals 


with poor ventilation, and are fed large 
rations of grain, all classes of diseases are 
generated. 
The cattle commissioners of the State 
of. Maine passed. an order quarantining 
Massachusetts cattle, ee we consider 
wrong and illegal, 
would not sustain aay act thus interfer- 
ing with the interstate commerce. This 
unwise order has, no doubt, brought 
about the present condition of affairs in 
which must make great 
harm to any New England State, and give 


our dairy interests a great. sont

12 POSTOFFICE BUSINESS. 
The growth of business at the Pasa- 
dena postoffice is a good indication of the 
progress of this city. According to figures 
compiled by Postmaster Kernaghan for the 
department, the recéipts in 1890 were $11,- 
343.15, and in successive years they 
amounted to $12,050.78 in 1891; $14,236.47 
in 1892; $16,515.38 in 1893; and $19,830.10 
in 1894. When the present postmaster 
took charge the receipts were not equal 
to the expenses of the office. For the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1891, the receipts 
were $11,477.22, and the expenses for the 
same period $11,494.43. Since that time 
the expenses have been greatly cut down, 
nd the receipts have gradually grown 
greater, until, for the year ending June 30 
last year, the net revenue for the govern- 
ment amounted to $7,854.29. As compared 
with the report of the Los Angeles postof- 
fice, recently published, the Pasadena of- 
fice shows an increase of over 74 per cent., 
against that of Los Angeles, which was 57 
per cent. The Pasadena postoffice is in
